1955. 

CONSTITUTION AND FUNCTIONS OF THE NAGAR- 
JUNASAGAR CONTROL BOARD; 

2. The Nngarjunasagar Control Board will consist 
6f the following: — 

(i) Chief Minister of Andhra Pradesh,— Chairman, 
til) Minister of Finance, Andhra Pradesh. — Mem- 
ber. 

fill) Minister of Irrigation, Andhra Pradesh-^ 
Member. 

flv) Secretary, Ministry of I. & P., Government 
of India or alternate nominated by him — Mem- 
ber. 

(v) Joint Secretary, Min. at Finance, Government 
of India or alternate nominated by him^ 
Member. 

(vl) Chairman, C.W. & P.C. or alternate nominat- 
ed by him — Member. 

(vll) The Administrator, Nagarjunasagar Project — 
Member. 

(vlll) Chief Engineer, Nagarjunasagar Dam — 
Member. 

The Board will be assisted bv a wholctimc Secretary. 
Financial Advlser-cum-Cbief Accounts Officer and 
inch other staff as may be necessary with head- 
nuarters at Hyderabad till otherwise decided by the 
Board. 

3. It will be the funcjtion of the Board to ensure 

{ fBclent, economical anq early execution of the Na- 
arjunasagar Project. 'The Control Board will be in 
bverall charge of the project including Its technical 
and financial qspects. The actual work of construc- 
tion will be carried out under the direction of the 
Control Board by the Chief Engineers for the Dam and 
Canals. The State Government will also appoint such 
other officers and staff as may be considered necessary 
by the Board for the execution of the Project. The 
Administrator alread,v appointed by the Government 
of India will continue to function as before. This 
officer will work in close liaison with the Chief Engi- 
neers and the Revenue authorities of the State Govern- 
ment and will advise and assist them In over-coming 
difficulties that may arise in the course of the execu- 
tion of the project. He will ennsure inter alia, that 
there Is no delay In (1) land acquisition; (li> localisa- 
tion of ‘ayacut’; (111) preparation of record or rights; 
and (iv) rehabilitation of displaced persons and other 
cognate matters. He will also advise the State 
Government on the economic aspects of the project 
as the work progresses and will ensure that progress 
on the engineering and developmental aspects i.s pro- 
tterly co-ordinated and that there Is no time lag 
between the completion of the dam and the utilisation 
Of benefits. 

4. Adequate powers will be delegated by the State 
Governm,ent to the Administrator and other officers of 
the project appointed by the Nagarjunasagar Control 
Board for the efficient discharge of their responsibili- 
ties. 

.5. The Chief Engineer in-charge of the canals wlU 
attend the meetings of the Control Board and partl- 
cinate In the discussions nertalnlng to matters coming 
within Ws purview. 


6. The Nagarjunasagar Control Board Shall: 

(1) Scrutinise the estimate at the project, advise 
necessary modifications and recommend the 
estimate for administrative approval of the 
Government; 

(b) examine and decide all proposals for prepara- 
tion of designs and for obtaining exiwrt 
advice; 

(111) examine and apbrove from time to time the 
delegation of such powers, both technical and 
financial, as It may deem necessary for the 
efficient execution' of the project to the Chief 
Engineers, Superintending Engineers, Exe- 
cutive Engineers, ■ and Sub-DlvIslonal Officers 
engaged in the execution of the Project; 

flv) examine and, where necessary, lay do'wn 
specifications and schedule of ra'tes for vari- 
ous classes of work ■with a view to scamd and 
efficient execution ‘of the project; 

(v) approve all sub-^stimateg and contracts, the 
cost of which exceeds the powers of sanction 
of the Chief Engineers: and 

(vi) approve all proposals for award of work or 
supplies on contract other than those based 
on public tenders ■ and on detailed quantitative 
estimates and works allotted on work-order 
basis on schedule • rates. 

Note (1). — ^Where total financial liBblllty under 
a contract is definitely ascertainable at the 
time of placing the contract and where the 
contract itself Is the result of a public or 
limited call for tenders, prior submission of 
the proposals to the Control Board wUl not 
be necessary so long as the Contract Is 
otherwise within the powers of sanction of 
Chief Engineers, 

Note (2 ). — This will not affect the powers dele- 
gated from time to time to the Chief Engi- 
neers, Superintending Engineers, Executive 
Engineers, and Sub-DlvisIonal Officers, 

(vii) Frame rules as to delegation of powers and 
procedure for the purpose of carr:^ng out IW 
business; 

(vili) decide the programme of construction of 
different parts of the project, keeping In view 
the funds available, the economics of the pro- 
.ject. and the desirability of obtaining quick 
results; 

(ix) decide and recommend the steps for the deve- 
lopment and utilisation of wa'fer; 

(x) decide the programme of resettlement of per- 
.snn.s displaced as a result of the Nagarjuna- 
sagar works, scrutinise and approve the esti- 
mates of land reclamation and the expendi- 
ture incurred In resettlement and re-housing 
of the dispossessed persons Includlne land 
acquisition and connected charges; and 

(xl) receive monthly progress reports both as to 
works and expenditure In a prescribed form 
from the Chief Engineers, review the progress 
of different units of the Project and lay down 
steps to be taken to expedite the work. 

7. The meetings of the Control Board shall ordinari- 
ly be held once In every two months.
